American Forests. 





We have frequently called attention in 
these columns to the manifold evils which 
have resulted from the wholesale destruc- 
tion of our forests, acd the great impor- 
tance of the subject is our excuse for refer- 
ring to it again. That peculiarity of our 
natures which causes us at one time to 
dread and even abhor a thing, and at an- 
other time under somewhat different cir- 
cumstances, to admire it, is nowhere more 
clearly shown than in our feelings and ac- 
tions with respect to the woods. We have 
listened to heart-rending tales of the gloomy 
forests, and trembled at even a description 
of their fearful solitudes, and again we 
have found that there are no charms in the 
whole compass of nature’s works, sur- 
passing those of the primeval woods. The 
settler in a new country regards the forest 
trees as so many enemies which he must at 
once proceed to exterminate before he can 
support his family from the products of the 
soil, and what havoc he makes among the 
lords of the forest! When other emigrants 
settle around him, they see nothing in their 
mind’s eye, but grassy slopes and fields of 
cultivated crops, with no trees to interrupt 
the view, and to this end they direct their 
united efforts. 

By and by as the population increases. 
the demand for fire-wood and timber for 
pbuilding purposes increases also; every 
patch of forest that happens to be left, 
vanishes like snow before the summer sun, 
and then comes the period of vain regrets 
for the imprudence and wastefulness of 
former days. All over Europe and in many 
parts of this country, every load of wood 
and every stick of timber must be brought 
from along distance. and but for the im- 
provements in easy and rapid transporta- 
tion, we can hardly realize the amount of 
inconvenience under which we should now 
be suffering. Sober reflection which though 
a slow, is nevertheless a correct teacher 
and safe guide, shows us what it would 
have taught us before, had it been censult- 
ed, that if instead of wastefnlly destroying 
the forest trees, they had been used with 
economy and skillfully managed and pre- 
served, they might now be a source of 
pleasure, and also of great profit. Itis 
not too late ia some sections to profit by 
the example ot the older settled portions 
of the State, and we trust that settlers into 
our new domain, will not fail to do so. The 
denuding of a country entirely of trees, 
produces certain atmospheric and meteoro- 
logicgl changes which have been pointed 
out and clearly proved by scientific men of 
our own time. These changes have more 
or less to do with the health of the people, 
‘with manufactures, and with the produc- 
tiveness of the soil, parts of the subject 
which have been ably treated in a paper by 
George May Powell, chairman of the Am- 
erican Institate Forest Committee, pub- 
lished in the current number of Harper’s 
Magazine. Our purpose in referring to 
this subject at the present time is, to enable 
us to give an extract from this interesting 
and valuable paper—which is as follows: 

“Of a desolation which is recorded far

Here is a 
beautiful stream of water, for example, 
which was a great element of wealth to the 
region through which it flowed. It might 
not only have continued to be so, but to 
have gained in usefulness instead of being 
either dead or surely and swiftly passing 
away. The num little hollows on 
hills where were the springs which 
grew into rivulets to feed it have been

Probably more than half the water which 
falls on a deforested region in a dry season 
is whisked off by evaporation just at the 
time when it was most needed to strengthen 
the depleted mill-streams. The steam-en-

ve power, must have its action controlled 
by the conservative influence of the balance 
wheel. Otherwise its wheel would whirl 
at one time with a fury which would result 
only in destruction, and then they would 
move tooslowly to be of service.

— into the streams, is the great regu- 
ator provided by nature for their control 
in the service of man. All over the manu- 
facturing portions of our country we may 
find instances where large amounts of cap- 
ital have been invested to develop and make 
available our once magnificent and almost 
numberless hydraulic powers. Trusting 
to what seemed a certainty of employment 
for themselves and their families, thousands 
of skilled laborers have in many cases con- 
fidingly made their homes at a point where 
the stream seemed abundantly powerful 
and permanent. Then, as the summer 
came and went, the rivers seemed to sick- 
enand grow more and more feeble, till 
there woud be a week or two, each year in 
which the spindles and the looms would be 
silent. As time went on these periods of 
idleness have lengthened into months, in 
which the Jabor struggle for bread and 
clothing, far means to pay for the humble 
little homes, or debts incurred in sickness, 
was compelled to be suspended. The cause 
of all this was that the source of the river’s 
life had. been destroyed or injured by the 
ignorance, cupidity or recklessness of men 
who ‘lifted up axes on the thick trees’ far 
up the mountains, where the mill streams 
had their birth.”

Bee Culture. 


The Orange Judd Company of New York 
have placed bee-keepers under renewed ob- 
ligations, by publishing a new and enlarged 
edition of Quinby’s Bee-Keeping: A Com- 
plete Guide to Successful Bee-Culture. Mr. 
Quinby was planning a new edition of his 
work, which shonid embody all the late im- 
provements and discoveries as well as the 
riper experience of his later years, when 
his death occurred, suddenly, two or three 
years ago. The work then fell into the 
hands of Mr. L. C. Root, a son-in-law of 
Mr. Quinby, and for many years his busi- 
ness associate and co-worker in the apiary. 
Toathorough knowledge of Mr. Quinby’s 
later views aud methods, Mr. Root adds, al- 
so, a thorough knowledge of bee-keeping 
itself, and thus he was doubly qualified for 
the work before him. The invention of the 
honey extractor, comb foundation &c., as 
well as a great improvement in the manage- 
ment of bees rendered necessary a thorough 
revision of the original work to bring them 
up to the times. Inthe velume before us, 
we are able to say that this work has been 
faithfully done, leaving nothing in the way 
of a standard authority on improved api- 
culture. The work is illustrated with one 
hundred engravings, and a life-like portrait 
of Mr. Quinby, who, without a doubt, just- 
ly deserves the title given him by his biog- 
rapher, ‘‘the Father of Practical Bee-Cul- 
ture.” 

When, a half century ago, Mr. Quin- 
by, then a lad, commenced the busi- 
ness of bee-keeping in a small way. a prac- 
tical, instructive treatise on the subject was 
not to be found, and a periodical devoted to 
this industry was unheard of, if not un- 
thought of. Signs and superstitions in the 
lack of more intelligent teaching, were the 
only guides in bee-culture. Hives were 
generally sections of hollow logs or curi- 
ous cones made of straw, which bore testi- 
mony to the ingenuity if not to the prog- 
ress of those days. When honey was want- 
ed, brimstone was applied to the unfortu- 
nate bees and they were not only robbed of 
their hard-earned honey but of their lives, 
a sacrifice to ignorance hardly paralielled 
in the history of the country. 

Mr. Quinby was a man of marked ability, a 
keen observer, and by degrees, better meth- 
ods began to dawn upon his mind which he 
proceeded to put ia practice, adopting a 
system of treatment which would secure 
the product without destroying the producer. 
In the first place, Mr. Quinby made himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the habits of 
the little workers, and by personal observa- 
tion, d2m onstrated for himself most of the 
important principles laid down in his 
work. Atthe end of twenty years he had 
satisfactorily established a system of bee- 
culture that would insure a fair return for 
the investment, and in order to benefit oth- 
ers by disseminating the knowledgede he 
had gained by long years of experience and 
labor, he published his little but important 
work, entitled ‘“‘Mysteries of Bee-Keeping 
Explained,” which is the original of the 
valuable work now before us. 

Among the many improvements by Mr. 
Quinby and his contemporary Mr. Lang- 
stroth fully explained in the book, we may 
mention the following: improvement in 
hives by the use of boxes, so that the honey 
can be obtained without destroying the 
bees; the discovery that liquid honey can 
be extracted from the combs without injar- 
ing them, and the apparatus for doing it; 
improved methods of feeding bees; and the 
production of comb foundation in practi- 
cal form. Mr. Quinby lived to see 571; 
lbs. of extracted honey taken from one 
colony in two days, and 588 Ibs. from a 
stock during one season. He-also records 
again of 225 lbs. of box honey from one 
colony. These are exceptional cases, but 
they go to show the possibility to which 
the bee-culturist can attain. The volume

ANSWER. All the varieties named in the 
two lists of our querist are successfully 
grown in western, northern and central 
Maine and most of them are favorites with 
our fruit growers, They are all good sorts 
though not all equally popular. Summer 
and fall fruit is better adapted to the lati- 
tude of Aroostook county than winter va- 
rieties, and we should presume that the 
same might be true with regard to the Mar- 
itime Provinces. Atthe Agricultural fair 
in Presque Isle, the middie of September 
last year, the Talman Sweeting was unripe 
and we were informed by farmers that they 
rarely ripened there. The Daches of Old- 
enburg which is so nearly like the New 
Brunswick that some have regarded it as 
identical with, it appears to be great a favor- 
ite in Aroostook. By watching the columns 
of the FARMER our querist will get further 
information on these subjects from our 
correspondents. The Artic Plum is highly 
extolled but we have never seen it.

Royal Agricultural Shew. 


The Royal Agricultural Show which was 
held at Kilburn, near London, Eagland, in 
July, is most interestingly described by the 
correspondent of the Chicago Inter. Ocean, 
{n speaking of the exhibition of live stock, 
he says :—“*England is y strong 
in cart and agricultural horses, and these 
are in very full force. The Clydesdales are 
taking first rank not only in Scotland, but 
in England, and probably deservedly 80, 
although the Suffulks are as a class, more 
*| handsome, and the English cart and agri-) 
cultural horses are marvels of size, and 
with a good degree of substantial merit. 
The cattle show is a marvel in number 
and average quality. The short horns are 
first in the prize list, but not first in num- 
ber—179 entries—nor in merit, perhaps. 
It is admitted there is no wonderfully good 
animal here, although many old favorites 
are present. Inthe class of old bulls are 
shown prizes taken at many shows, some 
of them 10 or 11 years old, and it speaks 
well for the breed ihat several of these, af- 
ter years of show-yard experience in con- 
stant high flesh, are still in good health and 
form. The Queen shows short horns, and 
her manager deserves credit for not putting 
his entries in the highest possible flesh—a 
fault fully as common here as at our Amer- 
ican shows. Her mejesty gained no prizes, 
although some of the cows shown from her 
herd have very much substantial merit. 
Perhaps the most interesting exhibit to me 
in the short horn classes, was the Marquis 
of Exeter’s 1l-year-old cow Sea Gull, with 
four of her calves, all sired by the famous 
old prize-taking bull, Telemachus. A good, 
though rather plain cow, she has given a 
strong family likeness to her eanhe— 
one of which, Telemachus’ ninth, is the 
champion short horn bull of the show. The 
champion short horn biefer is Mr. Hutchin- 
son’s roan yearling ane e smooth 
and very pretty, save. perhaps, a trifle of 
sna in the head. I saw nothing which 
mpressed me as being superior to our best 
American short horns, but there are many 
first-class animals from most of the noted 
herds in the kingdom.

Here and there 
an entry has been diequalitied for ‘stubble 
shearing,” a trick not unknown in Ameri- 
ca. One is surprised to see the sheep of all 
classes in pens made of iron hurdies not as 
high as the largest sheep, yet, except the 
Welsh Mountain sheep, I saw scarcely any 
tried. There is something of a showing of 
various breeds of goats, but of these ani- 
mals I know nothing. 

The pig show is not large tor such an ex- 
hibition—some 210 entries. 
seem to me remarkable in quality, although 
famous breeders are represented, and it is 
fair to say I looked through the classes dar- 
ing a hard rain.

Tue Fall Kiver people were excited on 
Saturday by reports of another defalcation 
by the treasurer of one ofthe mills.

He claims to have been acting 
in the interest of the mills, and that he 
thought he saw a sure opportunity of mak- 
ing a large amount of money for the cor- 
poration. The mill is involved to the 
amount of $35,000, and it is stated that Mr. 
Durfee’s friends have transferred property 
making good the loss. 


In NEw York the savings banks have 
of late been compelled to render an account 
of the salaries which they pay out. The 
result has been remarkable. Thus the 
total expenses of the Bowery savings bank, 
the principal institution of that kind in New 
York, are, for 1878, $1 on every $422 in 
deposits and surplus. Compared with the 
service of the Treasury Departme:t of the 
United States this is simply enormous. 
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The 168 savings banks of Massachusetts, 
' with $209 850,000 of deposits, cost $606,550 | 2. 
in 1878, while the 132 banks of New York, 
with $303,935,000 of deposits, cost $2,466,- 
645. The reports of this State show that 
the amount paid by our savings bank’s as 
salaries, rents and other current expenses 
are much less than in Massachusetts.
